It is therefore only stirring 
up strife on an impossible and impracti­ 
cable Issue, the only effect oi which woald 
be to produce a bitter and irrepressible 
conflict between the greenbacks and na­ 
tional bank currency, into which Repub* 
beans would more or less be drawn. 
T oe second answer is, it would be an act 
of bad faith. When the greenback craze 
was at its helgut, the cry was raised by our 
National Republican Committee, right 
here in Washington, that we were all 
“Greenbackers/’ The Republican party 
was the father and friend of the greenback, 
“blood-fought and battle-stained/* All 
we wanted was that the “greenback dollar 
should be worth one hundred cents,” or 
convertible into coin at the option of the 
holders. Row many of us have first said 
that in the last canvass ? Are we now to 
go to our people and tell them we were 
only fooling, and that we intended all the 
time, as soon as we reached Washington. 
to wipeout the greenbacks ? Do you think 
it best to try the “wipmg-out” process on 
our side so soon ? 


ARE GREENE ACKSjA DEBT ? 
U.—I see that it is claimed that green* 
backs are a debt, and that UM time to pay 
debts Is when times are good. 
Mr. W.—Ah! Very true. Bat what 
are National bank notes ? Are they not 
debts ? Is not all circulating paper debt 
or the evidence of it ? Would they have 
the national banks pay off and “wipe oat” 
their circulation too, because Urn es are 
good ? Shall we go back to coin as the 
only medium of exchange, and carry it 
around In bags or draw it about on carts, 
because times are good? I know they 
also say that greenbacks lack the necessary 
element of elasticity. That is the very 
ground on which we have all opposed their 
substitution for the national bank curren­ 
cy. But with only $346,0(0,000 of green* 
backs, and $337,000,000 of bank notes, and 
with $230,Ct J,OOO of coin in the hands of 
the people, that objection can neyer 
arise, 
because 
under free 
bank­ 
ing, the bank currency possesses the ele­ 
ment of elacticity, and of course the coin 
does, both being governed by supply and 
demand, and it is impossible to suppose 
that the volume of the currency will ever 
sink down from $003,000,0C0 or to the 
level of $336,000,000 all told. 
Or if it 
does, that there will be a demand for its 
lucresse rather than its decrease—tor this 
purpose, “enough is as gocd es a feast.” 
The legal tender clause may be decided 
unconstitutional, or it may, on faiTj and 
proper investigation, be deemed beat to 
retire these cotes at some future time, bat 
at pteeent, with our paper at par with 
gold, with coin coining in, with free- bank­ 
ing, with business not only reviving but 
booming; to turn aside now and raise aa 
impracticable issue, and which, as I have 
said, can only bring on a fierce and relent* 
lers war between greenbacks and the 
National bank currency, seems the height 
of folly. I would sooner pay, as the Presi­ 
dent so well said in the West, two years 
ago, * Better let well enough alone.”
